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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments have been fully 
considered but found not persuasive because it is based on new claim amendments and evidence that have not been entered. 
Amendments to the claims and new claims 68-69 have changed the scope of the invention, therefore requires new consideration and 
search. Moreover, the evidence submitted contains new graphs with different units. While these claim amendments and new evidence 
was discussed in the interview dated 4/16/2007, this interview was conducted after the Final Office Action was filed on 2/21/2007. An 
RCE is required for these amendments to be entered into record. 
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
